(a ) Cessation of Membership .- ( 1 ) A member of the Board shall cease to be member if he dies, resigns 
becomes ofunsound mind ,is declared insolvent, or is convicted of a criminaloffence involving moralturpitude. 

(2) A resignation ofmembership shallbe tendered to the Secretary and shall not take effect until it has 
been accepted on behalf of the Board by the Chairman . 

(b ) Filling of Vacancies.- (1) Any vacancy in the membership of the Board caused by reasons mentioned 
in sub -para (2 ) of (a ) above shall be filled by the State Government 

(2 ) Any member appointed to fill up a casual vacancy shall hold office for so long as the member 
whose place he fills , would have been entitled to hold office, if the vacancy had not occurred . 

II . SECRETARY OF THE BOARD AND ITS FUNCTIONS 
The Secretary of the Board with the approval of the Chairman shall circulate the papers to be considered 
by the Bard. H : shall also prepare a record ofdiscussion and circulate copies to all concerned . 

The Secretary shall give a notice ofnot less than ten days for meeting of the Board to each member but a 
shorter notice may be given forholding an emergent meeting. 

III. TENURE 
The tenure of themembers of the Board will betwo years from the date of constitution of the Board . 

IV . CHANGE IN PERSONNEL 
Proposals for the change in the constitution of the Board , viz , additions and reductions, if any ,may be 
recommended to the Government by the Board . 

V. QUORUM 


The quorum shall consist of one third of the total strength . 

YI. MEETINGS 
The Board shallmeet as and when required with the approval of the Chairman , 

VII. FUNCTIONS 
The Board shall function as the highest body at the State Level, as regards (i) all policy matters in connec 
tion with imparting of technical education and its future development, ( ii ) laying down of different courses of 
training etc., (iii) holding of examinations ; and (iv ) co - ordination of all activities of the Technical Education 
Department in this context . 


In regard to functions ( ii) and ( iii ) the Board shall : 

(a) award diploma and certificates by prescribing courses of study, syllabus and schemes of teaching ; 
(b ) affiliate institution for conducting the courses approved by the Board ; 
(c) arranging inspection of Institutions either directly or through an authority to be nominated in this 

behalf to ensure maintenance of standardsand compliance of conditions of affiliation ; 
( d ) lay down minimum qualifications ( including declaration of qualifications to be considered equivalent 

to the prescribed minimum qualifications ) and other conditions of admission to courses 
such as standard of phycial fitness , age, limit another items connected directly with academic 

standards ; 
( e ) arrange/ conduct examinations; 
(f) prescribe conditions for admission to the examination such as possession of qualifications 

prescribed for admission to a particular/course , minimum percentage of attendance, standards 

of performance in sessionals and house examinations, etc. 
(g ) lay down standard of performance for passing the examination and themethod of declaration of 

results, award of diplomas, etc. 
(h ) generally frame rules for the State Board Diploma examinations including conduction of examina 
tion , pass percentage andmode and frequency of compartment and final examination ,etc 

VIII . POWERS TO CO -OPT MEMBERS 
The Board may, at any time invite any person to attend its meetingto give advice or assist in any matter. 
The persons so in vited shall,however not be entitled to vote on any question coming before the Board . 

IX . TYPE OF CASES TO BE SUBMITTED TO THE BOARD 
The following types of cases shall be submitted to Board : 

( a ) Important policy cases. 
( b ) Appointment of committees for carrying out various functions of the Board such as examination , 

affiliation etc , and to decidematters on the recommendations, etc. of these committees. 
(C ) Cases regarding recognition /affiliation of Technical Institutions with respect to diploma and 

certificate courses and withdrawal of such recognition , when necessary . 
(d ) Recommendation in regard to rules of remmuneration and other charges to be paid to the examiner , 

etc. and subsequent additions and alterations thereto , 
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(e ) Cases involving change or deviation or amendment in policy matters relating to Technical Education 

in the State . 
(f) Review of progress of Technical Educationin the State . 
(g ) Amendment etc, to the constitution of the Board . 
(h ) Advise the State Government in the matter of recognition of Degrees and Diplomas in Engineering 
and Technology in the State . 

X. DELEGATION OF POWERS OF THE BOARD 
The Board may delegate its authority in specific matters to a member of the Board or any sub -committee 
appointed for a specific purpose . 

X PLACE OF MEETING 
Themeeting of the Board shall be held at Chandigarh or atany other place to be fixed by the Chairman . 
XII . TRAVELLING ALLOWANCE OFMEMBERSOF THE BOARD AND THE VARIOUS 

SUB- COMMITTEES 
(a ) The Legislatures in their ex -officio capacity may be allowed Travelling Allowance under the Punjab 
Legislature Assembly ( Allowances ofMembers ) Act, 1942 and the Rulesmade thereunder, as in force at present 
or may be amended hereafter . 

(b ) Non -officials other than M.L.As may be allowed T.A. at one Ist Class Railway fare plus incidental 
allowances and road mileage as admissible to a first grade Government employee drawing a pay of Rs 1,000 
and Rs 9.00 / 11.25 / 13.50 in plains/Hill/ Special Hill tracts as Daily Allowance . The other conditions laid 
in the Punjab T.A. Rules for Government employees will also apply to journeys performed by non - official 
members except where otherwise provided . 

(C ) The expenditure on account of T.A.of the members of the Legislajures should be paid by the Depart 
ment direct . The T. A. bills of the members of the Legislature will, however , continue to be countersigned by the 
Secretary , Haryana Vidhan Sabha . 

( d ) The T.A. for attending the meetings of the Board should be allowed to members from their per 
manent place of residence to the place ofmeeting . If , however, a member attends a meeting from a place othe 
than the place of permanent residence , T.A. should be allowed to him either from the place of his residence or 
from where he attends the meeting, whichever is less . 

(e) The T.A.ana D.A. will be admissible to the non -official members ( other than M.L.A s) on the produc 
tion of a certificate to the effect that no T.A. in respect of the journey or D.A. for the period mentioned in the 
Bllhas been or will be claimed by him / her from any other official source . 

XIII. AUTHENTICATION OF ACTS AND PROCEEDINGS 
(a ) All acts and proceedings of the Board shall be authenticated by the Secretary with the approval of the 
Chairman .
